the archives of Paris a letter from him 
relating to' this picture, in wuich ho 
makes a. charge for the eggs bought by 
him to lay in the ground in tempera as 
well as for tbe ultramarine he used. 
This is carious, besides the evidence it 
affords as to the exceedingly small com- 
pen=ation he received, as showing that 
he first painted this picture in tempera, 
and then went over it in oil. 
Mallett—It teems almost impossible 


that he should have received such a 
price for that noble work?
